AIRPORT POLICE SOURCES. (COMMENT: THE EMBASSY NOTIFIED 
ALL MEDIA MARCH 20 OF PROPPER'S ARRIVAL.) 

2. IUDICIAL ACTIONS. FIRST CRIMINAL COURT IUDGE JUANA 
GONZALEZ TOLD THE PRESS MARCH 18. THAT USG LAWYER ALFREDO 
ETCHEBERRY'S REQUESTS (PARA 1, REF B) HAD BEEN COMPLIED 
WITH, BUT THAT RESULTS TO DATE HAVE NOT ESTABLISHED THE 
TRUE IDENTITIES OF JUAN WILLIAMS AND ALEJANDRO ROMERAL. 
LIBEDINSKY TOLD REPORTERS MARCH 17 THAT HIS INVESTIGATION

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3. MEDIA COMMENT. IN A "LA TERCERA" COLUMN OF MARCH 20 
RIGHT-WINGER AND FORMER HEAD OF "PATRIA Y LIBERTAD" 
PABLO RODRIQUEZ ATTACKS THE US, PRESIDENT CARTER AND THE 
CHILEAN JUDGES INVESTIGATING THE LETELIER AFFAIR. ROD- 
RIQUEZ LINKS THE LETELIER INVESTIGATION TO THE "INTER- 
NATIONAL CAMPAIGN CARRIED OUT AGAINST CHILE BY SOVIET 
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IMPEIALISM" AND ACCUSES PRESIDENT CARTER OF BEING
